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1. The proposed amendments to the independent claims represent a significant change in 
their scope. As such, further search and consideration would be required. 

2. Applicant's arguments made on page 10 of the response are based on the unentered 
amendment and are, as such, moot. 

3. On page 1 1 of the response applicant alleges that the combination of Cohen and Fujiwara 
fails to make obvious "protecting one or both of the power source and a given remote power 
converter against transient-induced damage" as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As 
shown in the prior Office action, Fujiwara provides teaching and motivation to apply the 
protection disclosed therein to any electronic apparatus that is subject to the transient events 
inherent in attachment to telephone lines. 

4. On page 12 of the response applicant alleges that the combination of Cohen and Fujiwara 
would be inoperative because normal current levels would trigger the protection mechanism. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. One skilled in the art would have had the ability to select 
component values that would protect against damage from undesired transient events while 
permitting normal operation at the upper limit of desired current levels. 

5. On page 13 of the response applicant alleges that there is no motivation to apply the 
teaching of Fujiwara to the power system of Cohen. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Fujiwara 
discloses that telephone lines are subject to lightning strike and power bridges (paragraph 0004) 
that can damage attached equipment. Fujiwara discloses: "The present invention relates to a 
protection circuit to protect electronic equipment from transient overvoltages such as surge 
overvoltages, and continuing flow of overcurrents due to events such as fault contact of 
commercial power lines with subscriber telephone lines" (paragraph 0002). One of ordinary 
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skill in the art would be motivated to apply such protection to any equipment connected to 
telephone lines for the purpose of avoiding damage to that equipment.
